AFOURTH Account of Dr. KEMPFER'S 
History of JAPAN. 


[2 how to give am account of Dr. Kemp- 
fer’s firft Journey to the Emperor’s Court 
at Fedo. Ever fince the time of ‘oritomo, the 

Secular Monarch of Japah, it has been a 
cuftom obferved, not only by the Governors of 
the Provinces and Imperial Cities, but alfo by 
the Princes and Lords of the Empire, to go to 
Court once a year, where the Princes pay their 
duty to the Emperor himfelf, and the others 
only to his chief Minifters aflembled in Coun- 
cil. This duty is attended with prefents, ac- 
cording to their quality and riches. When the 
Dutch fettled in Japan, they conformed to this 
antient cuftom : the Direétor of the Dutch trade 
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at Nagafaki, and his {mall retinue, are accom. 
panied in this Journey by many Japanefe ap. 
pointed as {pies to watch over their condué, 
and to prevent their having any converfation 
with the Natives, felling to them European ra. 
rities, and giving them privately Croffes, Ima 
ges and Relicks : for, the Japanefe have no no. 
tion of the Proteftant Religion, and confound 
§t with that of the Roman Catholics. 

Dr. Kempfer performed that Journey twice in 
the years 1691 and 1692. He gives a very 
full account of the preparations that were made 
for it, and of the Japanefe way of travelling, 
both on horfeback, and in Palanquins. He ob 
ferves, among other things, that the Japanefe 
of both Sexes never go abroad without Fans, 4s 
the Europeans feldom do without gloves. Up. 
on a journey they make ufe of a fan, which has 
the Roads printed on it, and informs them how 
many leagues they are to travel, what Inns they 
may go to, and what is the price of victuals 
Some, inftead of fuch a fan, make ufe of Road: 
Books, which are offered them to fale by nun- 
bers of poor children begging along the road. 
The Dutch are not permitted to buy any of 
thofe fans or road-books. 

The Highways are very broad, lined with 
rows of Firs on each fide, and kept in good rt 
pair. They are divided into meafured Leagues, 
which begin at the great Bridge of Fedo, as the 
common center of all the highways. By this 
means a traveller, in whatever part of the Em- 
pire he be, may know at any time how many 
leagues it is from thence to Fedo. ‘The leagues 
are marked by two {mall round hills, thrown up 
‘on each fide of the way, with a tree at the top. 
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At the end of every Province, or fmaller di- 
ftriét, a wooden or {tone pillar is fet up in the 
highway, with characters upon it, fhewing what 

rovince or-diftrict it is.. The like pillars are 
erected at the entry cf the fide-ways: they fhew 
what Provinces thofe ways lead to, ‘and how 
many leagues the next remarkable place is from 
thence. 

When the Dutch fet out for Fedo, they go 
by land as far as the Town of Kokura, where 
they arrive in five days ; and croffing in {mall 
boats the Sea between the Ifland K7usju and the 
Ifand Nipon, they come to Sintonofeki, a con- 
venient and fafe harbour, about two leagues 
diftant from the oppofite fhore, where they find 
their Barge, which contains the prefents for the 
Emperor, and the heavy baggage fent before 
them from Nagafaki. 'They go on board the 
Barge, which they leave at Frego, and from 
thence proceed in {mall boats to Ofacca. They 
are at Sea eight days, more or lefs, according 
as the wind proves favourable or contrary. O- 
facca lies about thirteen leagues from Fiego, and 
isa City’ very famous for the extent of its com- 
merce, and the wealth of its inhaBitants. From 
Ofacca, they go again by land over the Ifle Ni- 
pon, as far as Fedo, where they arrive in four 
teen days, or thereabouts. They ftay at Fedo 
about twenty days, and having had their audi- 
ence of his Imperial Majefty, and paid their re- 
fpefts to fome of his chief Minifters and oreat 
favourites, they return to Naga/aki the fame 
way, compleating their whole journey in three 
months time. Naga/aki is about two hundred 
German leagues from Fedo. 

_ Several of the Rivers, to be crofled in that 
Journey, run with fo impetuous a rapidity to- 
Lz wards 
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wards the Sea, that they will bear no bridge, 
nor boat. ‘They muft be forded through in hal. 
low places. The chief of thefe Rivers is the 
formidable Ojingawa, dreaded by all travel. 
lers. 

Our Author-defcribes the fhips, towns, vil- 
lages, caftles, temples, pofthoufes, inns, &, 
which he faw in his journey. The Buildings 
of Japan, either publick or private, are by no 
means fo large and magnificent as thofe of Eu- 
tope, being commonly low, and built of wood, 
Moft houfes, and even thofe of the two Empe- 
rors, are not above one ftory high. The i 
panefe build their houfes very low, by reafon 
of the frequent earthquakes the country is fub- 
ject to, which prove much more fatal to lofty 
and mafly buildings of ftone, than to low and 
{mall timber-houfes. Our Author admired the 
neatnefs of thofe houfes, in which there are no 
partition-walls, to divide the rooms one from 
another ; but inftead of them, the Japanefe ufe 
folding fcreens made of coloured or gilt paper, 
and laid into wooden frames, which they can 
put on, or remove, whenever they pleafe, and 
by this means enlarge their Rooms, or make pe 
them fmaller. 'The floors, made of boards, are im Ch 
foméwhat raifed above the level of the ftreets, Hi th 
and covered with fine mats. The doors, wine 9 Pt 
dows, pofts and paflages, are curioufly painted 9% a 
and varnifhed. The cielings are neatly covered 
with gilt, or filver-coloured paper, embellithed ( 
with flowers. In fhort, there is not one cornet J J*p 
in the whole houfe, but what looks handfome. #& 'd 
Thefe houfes built of cedar-wood, or firs, are 
very wholefome, the windows being generally 
contrived fo, that upon opening of them, and J %d 
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removing the fcreens, which feparate the rooms, 
a free paflage is left for the air through the 
whole houfe. 

Moft of the Towns are very populous and 
well built, without walls and ditches. The 
ftreets are generally {peaking regular, ina ftrait 
line, and croffing each other at right angles, 
There is a gate at both ends of every ftreet, 
which is fhut up at night. Our Traveller went 
through, or faw at fome diftance in his journey 
thirty three large Cities with Caftles, about eighty 
{mall Towns and Boroughs, befides innumerable 
Villages and fine Country-feats. He admired 
the vaft number of fhops in all the towns and 
villages, and could not apprehend how the 
whole country was able to furnifh cuftomers 
enough, only to enable the Shop-keepers to get 
a livelihood. Moft Villages along the high- 
ways confift of one long ftreet, which is fome- 
times extended to fuch a length, as to reach al- 
moft the next village. 

The houfes of country people are very {mall 
and poor ; they confift of four low walls, co 
vered with a thatched or fhingled roof. The 
peafants have but few houfhold goods. Many 
children, and great poverty, is generally what 
they are :poffeffed of ; and yet, with fome {mall 
provifion of rice and roots, they live content 
and happy. | ) 


Of all the religious Buildings to be feen in 


| Japan, the Temples of the Budfdoifts, confecra- . 


ted to foreign Idals, are the moft remarkable 
for their ftately height, fine roofs, and many 
beautiful ornaments, which agreeably furprife 
ind amaze the beholder. ‘* Such as are built 
‘Within cities, or villages, ftand commonly on 
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‘° vifing grounds, and in the moft confpicuous 
* places. Others which are without, are built 
©¢ in the afcent of hills and mountains. All 
“ sre moft {weetly feated ; a curious view of 
“¢ the adjacent country, a {pring, or rivulet of 
“¢ clear water, and the neighbourhood of , 
“‘ wood with pleafant walks, being neceffary 
*° qualifications of thofe fpots of ground, thefe 
“ holy ftructures are to be built upon, For, 
“¢ they fay, that the Gods are extremely de. 
“* lighted with fuch high and pleafant places; 
“¢ and I make no doubt, continues Dr. Kemffer, 
“‘ but that their Priefts readily condefcend to 
® be of the {ame opinion, they being the moft 
“© proper for their own pleafures and diverfion” 
All thofe Temples are built of the beft Cedars 
and Firs, and adorned within with many carved 
Images. In the middle of each ‘Temple ftands 
a fine Altar, with one or more gilt Idols upon 
it, and a beautiful candleftick with {weet f{cente 
ed candles burning before it. ‘The whole Ten- 
ple is fo much adorned, that one would take it 
to be a Roman-Catholic Church, were it not 
for the monftrous fhape of the Idols, The 
whole Empire is full of thefe Temples, and 
their Priefts are without number. 

As for the Temples of the Sintoifs, confecri 
ted to the old Gods of the country, they afé 
low and mean timber-buildings. I have already 
given an account of them. ‘There are many 
Idols of ftone te be feen upon the highways: 
_ travellers are not obliged to kneel down before 
them. A printed figure of fome God is com- 
monly pafted to the doors of ordinary people, 
as a prefervative againft diftempers and unlucky 
accidents. 
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One can hardly believe what numbers of peo- 
ple daily travel in Japan. Our Author affures 
the Reader from his own experience, that the 
highway along which he travelled in the Ifland 
Nipon, (’tis the chief, .and the moft frequented 
of the feven great Roads of the Empire) is up- 
on fome days more crowded, than the public 
ftreets in any of the moft populous towns in 
Europe. ‘This is owing partly to the country’s 
being extremely populous, and partly to the 
frequent journies which the Natives undertake, 
oftner perhaps than any other Nation, either 
willingly, or becaufe they are neceffitated 
to it. 

It is the duty of the Princes and Lords of 
the Empire, (as I have already faid above) and 
of the Governors of the Provinces and Impe- 
rial Cities, to go to Court once a year. They 
are attended in this journey by a great retinue. 
The train of fome of the moft eminent Princes 
fills up the road for fome days. Our Author 
defcribes one of thofe princely trains. Vaft 
multitudes of Pilgrims appear alfo upon the 
road. ‘* Sometimes (fays Dr. Kempfer) one 
“ meets with very odd ftrange fights, as for 
“inftance, people running ftark naked about 
“the ftreets in the hardeft frofts, wearing on- 
“ly a little ftraw about their wafte. Thefe 
“people generally undertake fo extraordinary 
“and troublefome a journey, to vifit certain 
“Temples, purfuant to religious vows, which 
“they promifed to fulfill, in cafe they fhould - 
Obtain from the bounty of their Gods deli- 
, tance from fome fatal diftemper, they 

themfelves, their parents or relations labour=: 


ifs ; 
- €d under, or from fome other great misfor= ’ 
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“< tunes they were threatened with. They live 
*¢ very poorly and miferably upon the road, re. 
© ceive no charity, and proceed on their jour. 
“ ney by themfelves, almoft perpetually rus. 
“ ning”. Multitudes of beggars crowd the 
roads in all parts of the Empire. 


I have already faid, that the Japanefe who 
attend the Dutch in their journey, are fo m. 
ny Spies upon them. Were it not for this in- 
conveniency, nothing could be more pleafant 
than that journey ; for, the Japanefe are a very 
civil people. “* I muft own, f/ays Dr. Kempfer, 
“¢ that in the vifits we made or received in our 
s° journey, we found their civility to be greater 
“¢ than could poffibly be expected from the mof 
*° civilized nation. The behaviour of the Js 
*° panefe, from the meaneft countryman up to 
“¢ the greateft Prince or Lord, is fuch that the 
“¢ whole Empipe might be called a School of 
*° civility and good manners. They have f 
€¢ much fenfe and innate curiofity, that if they 
“° were not abfolutely denied a free and open 
“¢ converfation and correfpondence with fo 
“° reigners, they would receive them with the 
© utmoft kindnefs and pleafure ”. 

The Author has given us a Journal of his 
obfervations in travelling to the Imperial Court 
He fays that the expences of the Dutch in that 
Journey amount to 20000 Rixdolars (about 
4.000 pounds fterling). Mr. van Butenbeim, Di- 
rector of the Dutch trade in Japan, and Am- 
baffador to the Emperor’s Court, fet out from 
Nagafak? on the 14. of February 1691, with 
two other Dutchmen and Dr. Kempfer. The 
Journal of our Author is very particular ; for, 
he defcribes, as well as he can, all the pas 
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he went through, and even the fmalleft villages, 
and alfo the nature of the foil. I fhall only 
rake notice of fome things, that appear to me 
roper to be inferted in this Extract. 

The rich City of O/acca, in the Ifland Nipon, 
‘s fituated in a fruitful Plain, and on the banks 
of ariver, in 34° 50 of Northern Latitude. It 
is defended by a {trong caftle. Its length is be- 
tween three and four thoufand common paces, 
and its breadth fomewhat lefs. The river Fedo- 
gawa, which runs below the town into the fea, 
rifes 2 day and a half’s journey from thence, 
out of a Lake in the Province Oomi ; and ac- 
cording to the Japanefe Hiftories, that Lake 
was formed in one night, the ground it now 
fils up, being funk by a violent earthquake. 
Several Canals run along the ftreets of Ofacca, 
and bring the goods to the very doors of the 
Merchants ; above a hundred bridges, many of 
which are very beautiful, are laid over them. 
The ftreets are narrow, but regular. There 
are two Imperial Governors, who refide at O- 
facca by turns once in two years : when one of 
them is upon his Government, the other lives 
with his family at Fedo. The City of Ofacca is 
very populous : *tis the beft trading town in Ja- 
pan, being admirably well fituated to carry on a 
commerce both by Sea and Land. Our Author 
gives a defcription of the Caftle, and of the au- 
dience which the Dutch Embaffy had of the 
Governor. 

On the 24. of February, Dr. Kempfer fet out 
for Miaco, thirteen Leagues diftant from O- 


acca. "The villages are fo near one another, 


that this road is almoft one continued ftreet be- 
tween thofe two Towns. Miaco fignifies in 


Jipanefe a City. It is fo called by way of pre- 


emi- 
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eminence, being the Refidence of His Holinef 
the Dairi, or Ecclefiaftical Emperor. It lies in 
the Province Jamatto, in a large Plain, and js 
three quarters of a German league long, and 
half a German league broad. It is furrounded 
with pleafant green hills and mountains, on 
which rife many fmall rivers and fine {prings, 
In the mountains on the Eaft-fide, there are 
abundance of Temples, Monafteries and Cha. 
pels. Three fhallow rivers run by the City on 
that fide, and are all united into one in the mid- 
dle of the town. The Dairi, with his Eccle. 
fiaftical family and Court, refides on the north. 
fide, in a place feparated from the City by walls 
and ditches. The ftreets are narrow, but all 
regular. Miaco is the great magazine of all Ja 
panefe manufactures and commodities. The 
Lord Chief Juftice refides there, a man of 
great power and authority, as having the {fu 
preme command, under the Emperor, of all the 
Governors and other Officers concerned- in the 
Government of the Imperial Cities and Crown- 
Jands, in all the Weftern Provinces of the Em- 
pire. The Weftern Princes themfelves depend 
on him in fome meafure, and have a great re J 
gard to his perfon. There were at Miaco, when 
Dr. Kempfer was in that City, 3893 Temples of 
the Bud/doifis, 2124 of the Sintoifts, 13% Pa 
laces of Princes and Lords of the Empire, 1858 
Streets, 138979 Houfes, 87 Bridges, 9003 Priefts 
attending the Temples of the Sintoifts, 6073 

ammabos, a fort of Monks, 34093 Priefts of 
the Bud/doifs, 474557 Lay people, befides the 
whole Court of the Dairi, and numberlefs ftran- 
gers, who refort daily to this place from all parts 
of the Empire 
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On the 2d of March, our Traveller fet out 
fom that City for ‘Fedo : he faw on that day a 
{mous Mountain, called “e/an, covered with 
rail and beautiful trees. It is faid to have no 
iefs than 3000 Temples in its compafs, befides 
many Villages, and confequently a great num- 
ber of Monks and country-people. ‘The holi- 
nefs of this Mountain made it a place of refuge 
for the inhabitants of Miaco, in the civil wars 
which defolated that Town. 

The Author takes notice of the Lake of Fa- 
hone (pag. gt1.). It is above half a league 
broad, and a full league long, and is encom- 
pied with high mountains. ‘“ We were told, 
“ fays Dr. Kempfer, that in former times this 
“place funk in by a violent earthquake, and 
“that in lieu of it fprung up this Lake. In 
“ proof of this, they advance the great quan 
“tity of incorruptible Suggz, or Cedar-trunks 
“ of an uncommon fize, which lie at the bot- 
“tom, and are fetched up from thence by 
“ Divers, when the Lord of the place com- 
“mands it, or hath occafion for them. For, 
“the neighbourhood produces every where 
“ great plenty of this tree, and the talleft and 
“ fineft Cedars, that are to be found any where 
“in Japan”. A little beyond Fakone, conti- 
nues our Author, ‘‘ juft upon the fhore of the 
“Lake, we took notice of five indifferent 
“wooden Chapels, ftanding in a row. In the 
“two firft ftood the Bufto of an old woman 
Y upon an altar, and there was a Prieft in each 
S fitting, and playing a Namauda upon a bell, 
., that is, beating with a hammer upon a {mall 
_ Hat bell, whilft howling with a frightful 

noife, and murmuring between their teeth, 

: “ they 
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“¢ they repeat the fhort prayer, Nama, Amida, 
“ Budzu, or contracted Namanda, being the 
®¢ form of addrefling Amida for the relief of 
“ departed Souls. All the Japanefe foot-tra. 
“¢ vellers of our retinue threw them fome Caf. 
“¢ /es, or farthings into the Chappel, and in re. 
“* turn received each a paper, which they car. 
© ried bareheaded, with great refpect, to the 
“¢ fhore, in order to throw it into the Lake, 
“ having firft tied a ftone to it, that it might 
“ be fure to go down to the bottom. Thele 
“ blind fuperftitious people believe, that the 
*© bottom of this Lake is the Purgatory for 
** children, who die before feven years of age, 
“¢ and are there tormented, till their redemption 
“¢ is brought about by fome way or other. They 
*¢ are told fo by their Priefts, who for their 
©S comfort affure them, that as foon as the wa 
“° ter wafhes off the names and characters of 


“© the Gods and Saints, which are writ upon the 
“¢ papers they give them, the children at the 
“ bottom feel great relief, if they do not ob- 
* tain a full and effectual redemption. Our 
“* footmen therefore would not mifs the oppor 
“ tunity of doing fo good a work for the bene 


“* fit of their own, or their relations children, 


“* not doubting but that thereby they would 
** be undoubtedly relieved. J have feen the 
“* very fame thing done by the Priefts then- 
“¢ felves.. The place where the Souls of thele 
“* children are faid to be confined, is called 
“* Sainokawara, and a heap of ftones in form 
** of a pyramid hath been laid upon the shore, 
“ to fhew where it is ”. 

Dr. Kempfer arrived at Fedo on the 13th of 
March, having ended his journey from Nagafaks 
in 29 days. — : : 
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Fedo, the Capital of Japan, is the largeft Ci- 

of that Empire. It lies in the Province 
Mufaf, in 35 deg. 30 min. of Northern La- 
tude, and in a large Plain, at the end.of a 
Gulph, which is fo fhallow, that no fhips of any 
confiderable bulk can come up to the City, buc 
muft be unladen a league or two below it. To- 
wards the Sea, that City has the figure of a half 


B moon ; and the Japanefe will have it to be fe- 


ven leagues long, five broad, and twenty in cir- 
cunference. It is not enclofed with a wall: 


B that Town is cut through by many broad ditches 


and canals, with high ramparts raifed on both 
fides, at the top of which are planted rows of 
trees, A large River runs through the City, 
and lofes itfelf in the Harbour. An Arm of 
it encompaffes the Caftle, and from thence falls 
down into the harbour in five different ftreams, 
every one of which has a ftately bridge over it. 
This City is extremely populous, and the num- 
ber of its inhabitants almoft incredible: and in- 
deed it cannot be otherwife, confidering the 
multitude of Officers of all ranks, who com- 
pofe the Imperial Court, but particularly the 
lamilies of the Princes of the Empire, which live 
there all the year round with numerous retinues, 
%s hoftages for the Loyalty of thofe Princes, 
who themfelves are not allowed above fix months 
tblence from Court every year, during which 
they take care of their hereditary dominions, 
ind then return to Fedo. This City is not ge- 
nerally built with that regularity, which is ob- 


fevable in moft other Towns in Japan, be- 


caufe it {welled by degrees to its prefent bulk. 
he houfes are {mall and low, as in all other 
Pats of the Empire, built of firewood with 
thin 
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thin clay-walls, adorned within, and divide 
into rooms by {creens and lattices. The Tem. 
ples and Monafteries, which are very numerous, 
{tand in the moft pleafant places. There ar 
many ftately Temples confecrated to Amida, Si. 
aka, and other Gods of all the Seéts eftablithed 
in Japan. But becaufe they do not differ much 
from the Temples ereéted to the fame Gods x 
Miaco, which the Author defcribes hereafter up. 
on his return to that City, he gives no account 
of thofe of Fedo. 

There are many ftately Palaces in this City, 
it being the Refidence of a powerful Emperor, 
and the abode of all the noble and princely fi 
milies of this great Empire. Thefe palaces are 
diftinguifhed from other houfes by large courts, 
and fine gates, and divided into feveral magnif. 
cent apartments, all of a floor, not above one 
flory high. edo abounds with merchants, tradel- 
men, and handycraftmen. ‘Two Governors have 
the command of the Town by turns, each for 
the {pace of one year. The chief fubaltern Of 
ficers govern the feveral Wards, and others have 
an infpeétion over each Street. 

The Caftle, as the Author calls it, is feated 
about the middle of the City. It has five Js 
panefe miles in circumference, and confifts o 
three parts. The two firft are two Enclofures 
which take in many ftreets, and the third 3 
properly the Palace of the Emperor, with large 
gardens behind it. Each of thofe parts is en- 
clofed with walls and ditches. 'The Princes o 
the Empire with their families live in the ftreets 
of the firft Enclofure, where they have mag- 
nificent Palaces. In the fecond Enclofure att 
the Palaces of fome of the moft powerful Prin

fiers and chief Officers of the Crown. The 
Palace of the Emperor is enclofed with a ftrong 
wall of free ftone, and baftions. A rampart of 
earth is raifed againft the infide of the wall, and 
at the top ftand feveral buildings like towers. 
Within the Palace, a {quare and white Tower 
rifes above all the other buildings. There is 
behind that Palace a rifing ground, confifting 
of curious gardens and orchards, terminated by 
a pleafant Wood on the top of a-hill, planted 
with two forts of Plane-trees, whofe ftarry 
leaves variegated with green, yellow and red, 
are very agreeable to the eye, ‘The Imperial 
Palace is. but one ftory high. It has feveral 
long galleries, and fpacious rooms. The ftru- 
cure of all the feveral apartments is exquifitely 
fine. ‘The cielings, beams and pillars are of | 
cedar, camphire, or Fe/eriwood, the grain where- 
of naturally runs into flowers and other curious 
figures. ‘The floor is covered with the fineft 
white mats. This is all the furniture to be feen 


| inthe Palaces of the Emperor and Princes of. 


the Empire. I have mentioned in another place 


the name of the Secular Emperor of Japan, who 
reigned in the year 1691. 


The Dutch being arrived at ‘Fedo, orders were 
given to keep them clofe to their apartments, 
and to fuffer no body to come to them, befides 
their own fervants. However, our Author 
was vilited by one of the Emperor’s Phyfici- 
ans, 

On the 29. of March, the prefents, defigned 
for his Imperial Majefty, were fent to Court. 
The Dutch followed foon after, with a ver 
inconfiderable equipage, clad in black filk-cloaks, 
aad riding on horfeback. Each horfe was led 


by 
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by a groom, who held him by the bridle, ftand. 
ing on his right fide, on which it is the fathion 
in that country to mount and to alight. The 
Ambaffador came afterwards, carried in a Palan. 
quin, and was followed by the chief Interpreter 
in a Litter, and by the reft of his Servants and 
Retinue, walking on foot. The Ambaffadoy 
being come to the Guard-room, was civilly re. 
ceived by the two Captains of the Guard, and 
treated with tea and tobacco. Soon after he 
was complimented by one of the Governors of 
Nagafaki, then refiding at Fedo, and by the 
two Imperial Commiffioners for foreign affairs, 
with fome Gentlemen of the Emperor’s Cour. 
An hour after, he was conducted into a fpaci. 
ous room, where having waited above an hour, 
the Governor of Naga/aki, and the two Con. 
miffioners juft now mentioned, came in, and 
introduced him into the Emperor’s prefence, 
leaving the other Dutchmen behind. As foon 
as he came into the Hall of audience, they cried 
out, Holanda Captain, which was the fignal for 
him to draw near. He then crawled on his 
hands and knees to a place between the prefents 
ranged in due order, and that where the Em: 
peror fat, and kneeling, he bowed his head to 
the ground, and then crawled backwards like # D 
a crab, without uttering one fingle word. So && fi 
mean and fhort a thing (fays Dr. Kempfer) is & th 
the audience we have of the mighty Monarch. @ th 
Nor are there any more ceremonies obferved in J th 
the audience he gives, even to the greateft and & di 
moft powerful Princes: of the Empire. For, && of 
being called by their names into the Hall, they i op 
move on their hands and knees humbly and f+  m 
lently towards the Emperor’s feat, and having i cre 
fhewed #& the 
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fhewed their fubmiflion by bowing their heads to 
the ground, they creep back again in the fame 
fubmiffive pofture. 

Our Author fays, that in his fecond Journey 
to Court, the audience being over, the Gover- 
nor of Naga/aki was pleafed to fhew him the 
Hall. ‘The floor is covered with a hundred 
mats, all of the fame fize ; and therefore it is 
called the Had of a bundred mats. When the 
Emperor gives audience, he fits crofs-legged, 
nifed only on a few carpets. "Tis no eafy thing 
to fee him, the light not reaching quite fo far 
as the place where he fits : befides, the audi- 
ence is too fhort, and the perfon admitted to 
it, is in fo humble and fubmiffive a pofture, that 
he cannot well have an opportunity to hold up 
his head, and to view him. ‘This audience is 
otherwife very awful and majeftic, chiefly by 
reafon of the filent prefence of all the Councel- 
lors of State, and of many Princes and Lords 
of the Empire, the Gentlemen of his Majefty’s 
Bed-chamber, and Officers of his Court, who 
line the Hall of audience, and all its avenues, 
fitting in good order, and clad in their habits 
of ceremony. | 

Afterwards the Ambaffador and the other 
Dutchmen, who attended him, were carried 
farther into the Palace, to give the Emprefs, 
the Princeffes of the Blood, and the Ladies of 
the Court, the diverfion of feeing them. In 
this fecond audience, the Emperor and the La- 
dies were behind lattices ; but the Councellors 
of State, and Officers of the Court, fat in the 
open rooms, in their ufual order. The Dutch- 
men were ordered to fit down, after they had. 
crept upon their hands and knees, and bowed 
their heads to the ground, towards that part of 
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the lattices behind which the Emperor was. 
Then the Emperor’s Favourite, named Bengy, 
bid them welcome in his Mafter’s name. The 
chief Interpreter received the compliment from 
Bengo’s mouth, and repeated it to them. Where. 
upon the Ambaffador made his compliment in 
the name of his Mafters, returning moft hum. 
ble thanks to the Emperor, for having granted 
a free commerce to the Dutch. This the chief 
Interpreter repeated in Japanefe, having pro. 
{trated himfelf to the ground, and {peaking loud 
enough to be heard by the Emperor. The an. 
{wer of that Monarch was again received by 
Bengo, who delivered it to the Interpreter, and 
he to the Ambaffador. The compliments being 
over, this Solemnity turned into a perfect Farce, 
The Dutchmen were asked a thoufand ridicv 
lous and impertinent queftions : for inftance, 
how old each of them was, and what was his 
name ; and they were ordered to write down 
their names upon a piece of paper, having for 
this purpofe brought an European Inkhorn with 
them. ‘They were commanded to give that pe 
per and the Inkhorn to Bengo, who put them 
into the Emperor’s hands under the lattice. The 
Ambaflador was asked how far Holland was from 
Batavia, and Batavia trom Nagafaki ? Which 
of the two was the moft powerful, the Director 
General of the Eaft-India Company at Batavis, 
or the Prince of Holland ¢ Dr. Kempfer was ask 
ed: What external and internal diftempers ht 
thought the moft dangerous, and moft difficult 
to cure ? How he proceeded in the cure of cat 
cerous Humours, and impoftumations of the it 
ward parts ? Whether the European Phyficiati 
did not fearch after fome Medicine to make 
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people immortal, as the Chinefe Phyficians had 
done for many hundred years ? Whether they had 
made any confiderable progrefs in this fearch, 
and which was the laft remedy conducive to 
long life, that had been found out in Europe ? 
Dr. Kempfer anfwered, that many European Phy- 
ficians had long laboured to difcover fome Me- 
dicine, which fhould have the virtue of prolong- 
ing human life, and preferving people in health 
toa great age ; and thereupon being further 
asked, which he thought to be the beft, he an- 


| f{wered that he always took that to be the beft, 


which was found out laft, till experience taught 
abetter one. Being asked which was the laft, 
he anfwered, a certain fpirituous Liquor, that 
kept the humours of the body fluid, and com- 
forted the {pirits. _This general anfwer did not 
prove altogether fatisfactory : Dr. Kempfer was 
defired to tell the name of this excellent Me- 
dime : whereupon knowing that whatever is 
elteemed by the Japanefe, has long and highs 
founded names, he faid that it was the Sa/ vo-= 
latile oleofum Sylvitz. This name was written 
down behind the lattices, and Dr. Kempfer was 
commanded to repeat it feveral times. The 
hext queftion was, who had difcovered this re 
medy, and where it was found-out ? Dr. Kemp- 
fer anfwered : Profeffor Sylvius in Holland. Then 
they asked him, whether he could make it? 
Whereupon the Ambaflador whifpered to him 
to fay No ; but he boldly anfwered Yes, that he 
could make it, but not in Japan. Then they 
asked, whether it could be had at Batavia ? 
Dr. Kempfer having anfwered that it was to be 
had there, the Emperor defired that it fhould 
be fent over by the next fhips. Afterwards he 
Stdered the Dutchmen to pull off their cloaks, 
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and then to ftand upright, that he might have 
a full view of them, to walk, to ftand ftill, to 
compliment one another, to dance, to jump, 
to play the drunkard, to {peak broken Japanefe, 
to read Dutch, to fing, to put their cloaks on 
and off. Whilft they were performing the Em. 
peror’s commands as well as they could, Dr, 
Kempfer joined to his dance a Love-fong in the 
German language. He tells us, that as he was 
dancing, he had twice an opportunity of feeing 
the Emprefs through the flits of the lattices, 
and that he took notice, fhe was of a brown 
and beautiful complexion, with black eyes, full 
of fire. He adds, that by Lattices he means 
“° hangings made of reed, {plit exceeding thin 
“¢ and fine, and covered on the back with; 


“ fine tranfparent filk, with openings about: § 


“¢ fpan broad, for the perfons behind to look 
“‘ through”. Here I fhall occafionally obferve, 
that Dr. Kempfer fays in fome other parts of his 
Journal, that the Japanefe women are ver 
handfome, and that they ufe to paint. He ob 
ferves more than once, that they are too fami- 
liar with men. In this manner, fays the Av- 
thor, and with innumerable fuch other apih 
tricks, we muft fuffer ourfelves to contribute to 
the Emperor’s and the Court’s diverfion, Th 
Ambaffador was free from fuch commands ; for 


as he-reprefented his Mafters, care was taket | 


that nothing fhould be done, that might dif 
pleafe them. Befides, he fhewed fo much gt 
vity in his countenance and whole behaviour, # 
was fufficient to convince the Japanefe, that he 
was not at alla fit perfon to have fuch ridicu 
Jous and comical commands laid upon hi@ 
The two Dutchmen, and Dr. Kempfer, having 


thus performed feveral exercifes for two = 
ome 
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fome fervants came in, and put before each of 
them a {mall table with victuals, and a couple 
of ivory-fticks, inftead of knives and forks. 
They eat fome little things, and then they 
were ordered to put on their cloaks again, and 
to take their leave. The Ambaffador was con- 
duéted back by the two Commiflioners above 
mentioned to the Waiting Room, where they 
took their leave of them. 

I fhall fay nothing of the vifits the Ambaffa- 
dor made to the Concellors of State, and feve- 
rl Officers of the Crown, and to fome other 
perfons. On the fecond of April, he had his 
audience of leave of the Emperor. 


On the fifth of April, Dr. Kempfer fet out 
from Fedo on his return to Naga/aki. He met 
upon the road the Prince of Kzjnokuni, with a 
retinue of a thoufand men. ‘The Readers haye 
already obferved, that the Princes of the Em- 
pire of Japan are in a great dependence upon 
the Emperor. Here follows a remarkable in- 
flance of it. Our Author fays, that fome Offi- 
cers of thofe Princes attend them, rather as 
pies than in any other capacity. ‘* For this pur- 

pofe, they are taken out from among the Em- 
‘peror’s own and moft faithful Domefticks, 
“and their bufinefs is to have a watchful eye 
“ over the aétions and whole condué& of the 
“ Princes to whom they are fent, and to give 
" Notice to the Court of Fedo of every thing 
“that happens at their Court”. Dr. Kempfer 
took notice that fome Pilgrims lay in the open 
fields. He fays, that according to the laws of 
the country, thofe who ford people through 
rivers, are an{werable for the lives of their paf-

fengers, infomuch that if any one fhould have 
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the misfortune to be drowned, all thofe who 
had the care of him, would be executed inf,j. 
libly. 

bi the 16. of April, Dr. Kempfer arrived x 
Miaco, and the next day he went with the ufu. 
al ceremonies to fetch the lift ** of the prefents 
¢ from the Lord Chief Juftice at that City, 
“<< who receives the beft after the Emperor, 4s 
“© alfo from the two Governors of this place” 
Our Author defcribes feveral magnificent Tem. 
ples which he faw at Mzaco. 'That defcription 
is worth reading ; but becaufe I have already 
mentioned feveral times the Temples of Japan, 
it will be fufficient to take notice of thefe two 
particulars. Dr. Kempfer fays, that the Idol 
which he faw in a Temple, was gilt all over, 
and prodigioufly large, ‘* infomuch that three 
‘* mats could conveniently lie on the palm of 
“¢ the hand. It had long ears, curled hair, 1 
** crown On the head, which appeared through 
“* the window over the firft roof, a large fpot, 
“* not gilt, on the forehead. The fhoulders 
s¢ were naked, the breaft)and body covered with 
©° a loofe piece of cloth. It held the right 
“¢ hand up, and fhewed the palm of the lef, 
“* which refted on the belly. It was fitting 
*° after the Indian manner, crofs-legged, on 3 
€° Farate-flower, which was fupported by ano- 
“* ther flower, the leaves whereof ftood upwards 
*° by way of ornament, both being raifed about 
** two fathoms above the floor——The Ida 
*° was fo broad, that it reached with the fhoul- 
*° ders from one pillar to another, though they 
®* were full five fathoms diftant ”. 





In the midde of another Temple “ fat a large 


* Idol, which had forty fix arms, Sixteen He- 
| F ros 
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« roes in black, and bigger than the life, ftood 
“ round it. A little further, on each fide, 
“ were two rows of gilt Idols, much of the 
« fame fhape, ftanding, with about twenty arms. 
“Seach. The furthermoft of thefe Idols, which 
“ ftood neareft to the larger, had thin long 
« fhepherd’s {taffs in their hands, and the reft 
“ fome garlands of rofes, others other inftru- 


| & ments or ornaments. Over the head, which 


“ was crowned with a circle of golden rays, 
“ were placed feven other Idols, the middle- 
“ moft of which was alfo the {malleft, but all 
“ had their breafts hung and adorned with di- 
“vers ornaments. JBefides thefe, there were 
* ten or twelve rows of other Idols, as big as 
“the life, ftanding as clofe together as poffi- 
“ bly they could, and behind one another, in 
“ fuch a manner, that the foremoft were al- 
“ ways placed a little lower, for thofe behind 
“toappear. They fay, that the number of I- 
© dols in this Temple amounts in all to 33333 ; 
“ whence it is called Sau man San Sfin Sanbiak, 


“ Sanfiu, Santai, that is, the ‘Temple of 33333 
s Idols x 


The Author obferves, that it is a political 
maxim practiced in Japan, that men entrufted 
with power, knowing that there are perfons ap- 
pointed to watch all their aétions, fhould be 
kept under a perpetual fear of being betrayed 
toCourt, and by this means obliged to difcharge 
the duties of their office to the fatisfaction of | 
their Superiors. : 

Kanfaki, in the Ifland Kéusju, is a Town full 
of Temples and Monks. The walls of the rooms 
inwhich the Embafly lodged, ** were ftuck fo 
* full of Indulgences, that there was no room 
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“¢ Jeft, and in feveral places thofe of a later 
“ date pafted over the old ones. Thefe Indul- 
** gences were of the length of a fheet of py. 
“‘ per, and about the quarter of its breadth, 
“ folded after the manner of a Letter, with, 
“¢ printed fuperfcription in large characters, and 
“* the Seal of the Prior of the Monaftery, who 
*¢ hath the power of giving and felling them” 
In the night, the Monks of this Town made 
a prodigious noife, finging and ringing of 
bells. 

On the 4. of May Dr. Kempfer arrived at Ne. 
gafaki. He gives an account of what happened 
there, till his next Journey to Court. I hal 
extract fome few particulars out of this part of 
his Journal. On the 14. of Odtober, early in 
the morning, they perceived two violent fhocks 
of an Earthquake, which lafted about half a 
minute each. ‘The fhock was fo fenfible, even 
in the harbour, that the pilot of one of the 
Dutch fhips, who was then. on board, was 
thrown out of his bed. 'The dogs and ravens 
made a great noife on fhore, being difturbed in 
their fleep. : 

On the 22. of Otober, and the following 
days, ail the Dutch fhips were fearched one 
after another, in the prefence of two Inter- 
preters, “ for feveral things, as among the ref 
“* for Profeflor Sy/véus his Sal volatile oleofum, 
** which had been demanded by the Emperot 
“* in our laft audience, as an excellent Panaces 
“* of health and long life”. 

On the 8. of November, the above ment 
oned Ambaflador, Mr. van Butenbeim, Dirt: 
étor of the Dutch trade at Naga/aki, fet out 
for Batavia, and was fucceeded by Mr. Dubbels. 


On 
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On the 10. of the fame month, between nine 
and ten a clock in the evening, there happened 
another. violent Earthquake. It lafted not fo 
long as that of the 14th of Odtober ; but the 
hock was ftronger, and broke fome glaffes in 
Dr. Kempfer’s room. It was followed after mid- 
night by another fhock, but lefs violent, the _ 
weather being all along ferene and calm. This _ 
fecond fhock was fucceeded by three others, 
and thefe by two more, which were fo in- 
confiderable, that the Dutch fcarce perceived 
them. 

In December, one of the Governors of Na- 
gajaki caufed one of his own Domefticks to be 
beheaded, only for being drunk and quarrel- 
fone. Another Domeftick, having interceded 
for him, was laid in irons on that account. 
The like executions are faid to be very fre- 
quent in the families of the Governors of Nae 
afaki. 

Oe the 28. of December, feveral Japanefe

HOsE learned Men, who chufe a noble 
fubject to write upon, difcover their good 


tafte ; and when they fucceed in the glorious 
attempt, they never tail to acquire an immortal 
glory in the Republic of Letters. It was a 
great undertaking, to find our the particular rea- 
fons of all the ceremonial Laws of Mo/es. 
Dr. Spencer went about that Work, one ot the 
moft valuable that have been compofed upon 
the Bible ; and abating fome uncertain conje- 


N 2 tures, 
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tures, it has been admired by all good Judges, 
and will always be accounted a curious and ex- 
cellent Performance. But I have fomething 
more to fay in favour of that Author. He could 
not execute his defign, without drawing upon 
himfelf the indignation of many Divines, efpe- 
cially beyond Sea. °*Tis true, he quotes the an- 
tient Fathers to juftify his Scheme : but, alas! 
what fignifies the teftimony of thofe holy Men 
againfl a prevailing Orthodoxy ? How did Dr. 
Spencer behave himfelf in fuch a circumftance ? 
Did he, like a timorous or a politic Writer, 
give over his enterprife ? No: that Champion 
of Truth, being refolved to fhew the reafonable- 
nefs of the Mofaic Laws, appears boldly in the 
Field of batte!, routs a multitude of frivolous 
Types, not to be found in the Sacred Writings, 
overthrows all precarious myffical Senfes, and 
drives away a thoufand groundlefs Alegories of 
anew invention. After this great Exploit, Scof- 
fers were filent, and afhamed of themfelves ; 
and the Wifdom of the Laws of the Hebrews 
appeared in its full light. The Public is there- 
fore very much indebted to the celebrated Uni- 
verfity of Cambridge, and in particular to the 
Reverend Mr. Chappelow, tor this new Edition 
of Dr. Spencers Work, with great Additions 
made by the Author himfelf 

Atter the death of Dr. Spencer, his printed 
Books and Manutcripts came into the hands of 
the late Archbifhop of Canterbury, who by his 
jaft Will bequeathed them to the Univerfiry of 
Cambridge. That learned Body appointed Mr. 
Chappelow to go about this new Edition, and 
by this choice, gave a pyblick teftimony of his 
great abilities.

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The learned Editor has confulted the Authors 
quoted by Dr. Spencer, except fome few, who 
are not to be found in the Libraries of Cam- 
bridge. He has mended in his marginal Notes 
fome faults in the quotations, and cleared the 
obfcure paflages. He has added feveral Indexes 
at the end. 

Mr. Chappelow obferves, that this Work has 
raifed great clamours and reproaches againft 
Dr. Spencer. De Origine Legum Hebraorum,

An Account of the fecond and third Vo- 
lumes of Dr. GEDDES’s Mifcellaneous 
Works. 


uts Article will be very fhort ; for, my 
"t. chief defign was to give an account of 
the firft Volume of Dr. Geddes’s Works ; whicla 
I have done above, Art. XV. 


THe SECOND VOLUME. 


I. A Differtation concerning the Pope’s Su- 
premacy, efpecially with regard to the antient 
Church of Spain, is the firft Piece of this Vo~ 
lume. The Author undertakes to prove, that 
the Bifhops of Rome had no authority in Spain 
before the eighth Century. Dr. Geddes, in this 
Differtation, makes a remark, which appears to 
me to be fingular. I cannot forbear to obferve, 
fays be, that St. Gregory is the laft Pope, upon 
whom the title of Saint has been beftowed ; 
and that the fame title is given to moft of the 
Popes before him. Does it not look, as if the 
Holinefs of the See of Rome had been banifh- 
ed from it by the Supremacy, which was efta- 
blifhed by the Emperor Phocas, two years after 
the death of St. Gregory ¢ Is it not a remark- 
able thing, that from that time the Popes fhould 
have 
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have canonized fo many perfons, and that for 
the {pace ot eleven hundred years, they fhould 
not have believed that any of their Prede- 
ceffors deferved the title of Saint ? This ob- 


fervation of Dr. Geddes will not be true now ; 


for, fince the publication of his Works, a Pope 
of thefe latter times has been canonized, if Iam 
not miftaken. 


Il. The fecond Piece is an hiftorical Account 
of the conduct of the Pope towards Portugal, 
from the year 1641 to the year 1666, with 
refpect to the right he claimed of nominating 
to the Bifhopricks of that Kingdom, and of the 
~ Low Countries. 


Ii]. A Difcourfe, thewing many grofs mi- 
{takes in the Roman Martyrology, reformed, 
publifhed and authorized by Pope Gregory XIII. 
Dr. Geddes has inferted a ftrange thought in 
that Difcourfe. He fufpeéts that the hiftory of 
Petus and Soranus, two Romans of quality, and 
of an eminent virtue, whom Nevo put to death 
in the twelfth year of his reign, gave occafion 
to fay that St. Peter and St. Paul fuffered death 
at Rome by that Prince’s order, and in the fame 
year of his Empire. 


IV. The Legend of St. Fames of Compoftella, 
Patron of Spain. With remarks. The whole 
Body of St. Fames is preferved at Compoftelia ; 
and yet the Head of that Apoftle is alfo to be 
feen at Braga, in Portugal. Dr. Geddes tells us, 
that the Dean of Braga fhewed it to him, and 
to fome Proteftant Merchants who accompanied 
him, and that he told them, that it was the 
true Head of St. Fames. °*Tis affirmed that it 
has wrought many miracles.

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I fhall fay nothing of the Legend juft now 


| mentioned. ‘The Relicks to be-feen at Oviedo, 
‘| being very little known, the Curious will not 


be difpleafed to find here a Lift of the moft 
uncommon. Dr. Geddes took it from Lucius

jgels. Some pieces of the Swadling cloaths of 


Jefus-Chrift, when he was in a Manger. Some 
of the Bread with which he fatisfied the hun- 
ger of five thoufand people. A portion of the 
Manna, with which the J/raelites were miracu- 
loufly fed in the Wildernefs, Some of the 
ground of Lazarus's Tomb.

Magdalen, with which fhe wiped the feet of Je- 
fus-Chrift. Part of the Rod of Mojes, with 
which he divided the waters of the Red Sea.

Dr. Geddes thought fit to give us a Lift of the 
Relicks to be feen at Oviedo, becaufe the Pil- 


grims that go to Compoftelia, take care to vifit 


them. He tells us, that he has read a fine 
Catalogue of the Relicks preferved at Crmpo- 
flela, and that he is forry he cannot impart it 
to the Public.

ctices, were unknown to the Church of Spain | 
in the eighth Century ; and that the Kings of | 
Spain had an Ecclefiaftical Supremacy, like that | 
of the Kings of England. 


II. A Difcourfe fhewing what means the Ro | ! 
man Church ufes to prevent the difcovery of her | 
errors. This Piece contains feveral Truths, | 
that have been acknowledged by feveral learned | 
Men of that Church. _I fhall only take notice of | 
three or four paflages. : 


The laft time the late Marefchal de Schomberg 
arrived at Lzsbo, he told Dr. Geddes with Tears | 
in his eyes, that having left upon the Table of | 
his Cabin, when he landed, a German “a 
which had belonged to his Grandfather, it was | 
carried to the Inquifition, and that he could not | 
recover it, though he got fome body to fpeak to 
the firft Inquifitor, and fpoke to him himfelf. 

Iknow, fays Dr. Geddes, that an Englith En- | 
voy, in a Roman-Catholick Country, having” 
brought a Judge into his Cabinet, in which there | 
were many Books, that Magiftrate asked him, | 
whether he had bought all thofe Books in my | 
City ?} 
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City ? The Envoy having anfwered negatively ; 
the Judge asked him very gravely, Whether there 
were Books in England ¢ We could hardly believe 
that a Magiftrate fhould have asked fuch a que- 
ftion, were we not convinced of Dr. Geddes’s 
probity. 

He tells us, that he went one day with the 
Englifh Envoy to fee a Convent near Lisbon, 
and that the Prior fhewed them a Tomb, in 
which, faid he, lay a great Saint of their com- 
munity, who had wrought many miracles after 
his death. The Envoy having asked him whe- 
ther that Religious had been canonized ; he an- 
fwered that his Order had endeavoured to ob- 
tain his Canonizaticn, and that the Convent 
had been at fuch great charges for that purpofe, 
that they were no longer able to finifh the 
Building which they had begun. The Envoy 
exprefled a wonder at it; and the Prior added 
ingenuoufly : If be was once canonized, we fbould 
guickiy get that money again with ufury. 

Our Author affures us, that he knew fome 
fecular Priefts, who complained that the Monks 
were in poffeffion of miracles: And yet, faid they, 
we are of St. Peter’s Order ; and the Founders 
of Monaftical Orders are not [uch great Saints as 
Ours.

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VI. In the following Difcourfe, the Author 
treats of the Countries, Religion, Learning, 
Government, and great Armies of thofe Nati- 
ons, which overthrew the Roman Empire, and 
alfo of the principal caufe of their fuccefs. Here 
follows what the Author fays about the great 
Armies, which invaded the Roman Empire: 
he does not believe they are a proof that the 
Countries from whence they came, were better 
peopled than the others, and alleges three rea- 
fons for it. 


Firft, fays he, the extent of thofe feveral 
countries is not well known to us ; but without 
this knowledge we cannot judge by the great 
armies they produced, whether they were very 
full of inhabitants. ’Tis certain that if a {mall 
country affords a great army, it muft needs be 
very well peopled ; but if a vaft country pro- 
duces the fame army, it is not a proof of its 
being very well ftocked with inhabitants. 


Secondly, the principal Nations, which at- 


tacked the Roman Empire, were attended with 
many other neighbouring nations, the extent 
of whofe countries is unknown to us : ; and there- 
fore thofe great armies do not prove that thofe 
countries were very well peopled. 

Thirdly, if it be true that in thofe countries, 
all thofe who were able to bear arms, went to 
the war, as it is probable; the armies might 
have been very numerous, though thofe coun- 
tries were not better peopled than the others, 
becaufe there were few tradefmen among thofe 
nations ; whereas the number of them is very 
great in civilized countries, 
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The Author adds, that thofe who mentioned 
thefe great armies, did it only at random, and 
that what they fay of them, cannot be de- 
pended upon. 

Laftly, Dr. Geddes obferves that there are 
now in thofe countries a great many Cities and 
Towns full of Tradefmen ; from whence he in- 
fers that thofe countries are now better peopled, 
than they were in former times, though there 
are not in them fo many men fit to bear arms. 


‘VIL The laft Piete contained in this Vo- 
lume, is an Effay upon the Canons of the Coun- 
cil of Sardica. Dr. Geddes fufpects that thofe 
Canons are {purious. 


I fhall conclude this Article with an obferva- 
tion of the Author in this laft Piece. All the 
Latin Writers, /ays be, who had a great repu- 


‘| tation in the Chriftian Church during the three 


firft Centuries, were Africans ; and if St. Anis 
brofe was not a Roman (I think he was not by 
birth) we know no Chriftian Author of a great 
name, that was a Roman, or an Italian, before 
St. Gregory, who lived towards the latter end 
of the fixth Century. The Learning of that 
Pope was very inconfiderable ; and he was in- 
debted for his reputation to the ignorance of his 
Age. After St. Gregory, no Writer in Italy, for 


the fpace of eight Centuries, ftudied the holy 


Scripture, or Ecclefiaftical Antiquity, according 
to the rules of Criticifm: °Tis true that after 


_|the Reftoration of polite Learning in Eutope, 
| Rome and Italy produced many men well skilled 
jin all forts of Literature. But ’tis obfervable, 
jthat if many of thofe learned men have been 
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raifed to the dignity of a Cardinal, no one was 
ever made a Pope.

A Reation: of the Miracle, which bas bape 
pened by the extraordinary Cure of Dame 
Therefa, of the Family of the Counts de 
Monte-Vecchio, at Fano, on the 24th of Au- 
gut 1725, by the interceffion of the Bleffed 
Lewis de Gonzague, of the Society of 


Fefus. 


DD ME Zherefa, daughter of Pompey-Camillus, 
Lord, Count de Monte-Vecchio, aged about 
twenty one years and a half, being fince the 


4 year 
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year 1717 in St. Dherefa’s Monaftery of the 
Reverend Mothers the Barefooted Carmelite 
Nuns of the fame City, with a defire of taking 
the Habit of that Order upon the firft vacancy, 
which has not happened yet, fell fick on the 
14th of laft June, of a violent fever, attended 
with fuch a violent head-ach, that fhe was not 
able to move her head. If fometimes fhe had 
a mind to turn it, the Nuns who tended her, 
were obliged to fupport it ; and yet then fhe 


felt in her head continual prickings and fhoot- 


ings ; fo. that fhe always lay upon her back : for 
if fhe laid her head upon one of the temples, 
fhe felt a heavinefs, as if the whole weight had 
lain upon that part ; and then her head {welled 
in fuch a manner, that the {welling appeared 
many times to the Nuns, and once to the Phy- 
fician who took care of her. The fever increafed 
every day, with a very great loathing of meat, 
a thirft, an uneafinefs, and a continual want of 
fleep. Befides, in the redoubling of the fever 
and of the other fad fymptoms, the head-ach 
grew fo violent, that it was like more than once 
to kitl the Patient. Things being in this con- 
dition, and her Parents defiring to have her in 
their houfe, that fhe might be more conveni- 
ently relieved ; on the fixth of Auguft, when 
fhe was lefs oppreffed than ufually, and the fit 
of the fever was not fo ftrong, fhe was removed 
in a Chair from the Monaftery to her father’s 
houfe, and put to bed there, and from that time 
fhe could not ftir at all. The illnefs, inftead of 
abating, grew worfe ; fo that on the zoth of 
Auguft the fever proved very violent, and was: 
attended with a kind of fluxion of an‘acrimo- 
nious humour, which inflamed her throat ; fo 
that it appeared as it were burnt, and was fur- 
O 3 rounded 
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rounded with a white flough, And that humour 
falling through the Oc/opbagus into the ftomach, 
occafioned in it fuch a pain and fuch an irrita- 
tion, that fhe contracted in the upper part of it 
an inflammation with a very fharp pain ;_ infos 
much that the Patient could not bear in that 
part the leaft touch of the thinneft cloths, dipt 
in oil or in the decoctions prefcribed by the 
Phyficians. 

In the mean time, the Parents being fenfible 
that it was a dangerous, and even a mortal dif- 
eafe, went to Father Ignatius de Marco, Re€tor 
of the College of the Society of Fe/us in the 
fame City, and defired him to come to their 
houfe, to prepare the Patient for death. This 
Father attefts, that he had hardly notice. given 
him of the extreme danger that Lady was in, 
when it came fuddenly into his mind to raife her 
confidence in the Blefled Lewis de Gonfague, 
whofe Procefs concerning his Canonization was 
to be brought that week before the Congrega- 
tion of Rites. He therefore repaired with this 
good thought to the Patient, and he faw that 
at the bare name of the Bleffed Lewzs fhe ex- 
prefled joy and confidence, like a perfon who 
from her childhood, by the very teftimony of 
the Prieft D. Fames Bucctareli, her ordinary 
Confeffor in St. Lberefa’s Monaftery, had al- 
ways exprefled a great devotion for him. ‘The 
faid Father Rector, being moved with that dif- 
pofition, and having already brought the Re- 
lick of the Bleffed Lewis, applied it with a 
Sign of the Crofs upon the forehead of the Pa- 
tient, who kiffed it many times with tokens of 
an uncommon devotion ; and at the fame time 
he raifed in her a confidence in the Bleffed 
| Lewis, 
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Lewis, by reprefenting to her the great favours 
ufually granted to the Bleffed, for thofe who 
are devoted to them, when thofe Bleffed are 
to be placed among the Saints by the Holy See. 
The Father Re€tor going away, left the Relick 
of the Bleffled Lewss upon the Oratory, near 
the Patient’s bed, who thinking herfelf unwor- 
thy to keep it, told him : Father Rector, take 
the Relick along with you, becaufe I dow’t deferve 
to bave fo great a treafure near me. To which 
he anfwered: I wil not carry the Relick back 
again, before the Bleffed Lewis bas obtained your 
recovery. It appeared afterwards, that the Pa- 
tient’s confidence in the Blefled Lewis increafed 
very much: fhe did frequently and affectionately 
recommend herfelf to him every day, efpecially 
in the evening, but in a more particular man- 
ner, before one of her chamber-maids, who 
feldom left her, retired into the next apart- 
ment to take fome reft. She always defired of 
her, that fhe might kifs again the holy Relick 
fhe kept by her, making with her many times 
the Sign of the Crofs. 

The Father Reétor coming to fee her ano- 
ther day, told her that according to the Let- 
ters from Rome, *twas thought, the affair of 
the Canonization of the Bleffled Lewis had had 
a good fuccefs. *Tis incredible how much this 
news comforted her, and made her hope that 
her health would be reftored through the me- 
rits of the Bleffled Lewis. In the mean time, 
the illnefs increafed ftill, and reduced her to 
fuch a condition, that fhe could take nothing 
at all: nay, a {mall drop of fome liquor occas 
fioned irritations, tremors, cold {weats, and op-= 
preffions of the heart. On the 24th of the fame 
month of Auguft, fhe was fo ill, that not only 
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her Parents, but even the Phyfician, defpaired 
of her life. And therefore on that day in the 
morning, it was thought fit to adminifter to 
her the moft holy Viaticum : but it was feared 
that fhe could not {wallow the Sacred Particle ; 
for fhe had taken nothing for three days, except 
fome fmall drops of liquor which they gave 
her the 23d day in the evening, and which oc- 
cafioned great pains attended with fainting fits. 
It was therefore thought proper to try it with 
a Particle not confecrated, which the Patient 
could never {wallow, by reafon of the drynefs 
and contraction of the paffage. In this condi- 
tion, the dying perfon had notice given her 
many times of her approaching death by the 
Father Rector and the Phyfician : but. though 
fhe received thofe warnings with a perfeét re- 
fignation to the will of God, yet (which was 
admired by all the Affiftants) fhe -had lively 
hopes and a firm confidence, that the Bleffed 
Lewis would obtain her recovery. The Count 
her Father feeing her in that difpofition, faid 
to her: How can you hope to live, fince you have 
taken uo uourifoment thefe three days ¢ She an- 
{wered: J trujt in the Bleffed Lewis, who from 
my younger years bas beex my particular Protector. 
However that day, which was the 24th of Au- 
guit, was looked upon by every body as the 
laft of her life : for, about the nineteenth Hour, 
having loft her ftrength, fhe lay as if fhe had 
been dead, given over, without motion, fpeech- 
lefs and without fenfe, and breathing only with 
an extreme difficulty. Her Parents feeing her 
in this condition, and having fent {peedily for 
the Phyfician, asked him whether it was pofli- 
ble, by any human remedy, to relieve the dy- 
ing perfon in the condition fhe was in? To 
which 
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which he anfwered, that there was no remedy, 
that could relieve her, fince fhe was dying, and 
fhewed evident figns of death by the cadaverous 
palenefs which appeared already. ‘Then the Cu- 
rate D. Andrew Mantefi was immediately fent for 
to give her the Extreme-Unttion, which fhe 
protefts fhe did not perceive, being deprived of 
the ufe of her fenfes ; though at firft fhe feemed 
to. give a fign that fhe was willing to receive 
it ; and alfo that fhe heard nothing of what the 
Father Rettor, who was prefent, fuggefted to 
her :. much lefs did fhe hear any fyllable of the 
prayers of the Ritual, which are faid for dying 
people. When the Father Reétor had made an 
end of them, all thofe that were prefent with 
him in the fame chamber, Fames Bucciareli, 
D. Andrew Montefi a Curate, Dr. Pizzi chief 
Phyfician of the City, and three domeftic wo- 
men, believed that each gafp of the Patient 
was the laft of her life. Father Lewis Man- 
xont, Superior of the Congregation of the Ora- 
tory of St. Philip in this City, at the follicita- 
tion of the Parents of the dying Lady, was al- 
ready come to me in great hafte, being afraid 
that upon his return he would not find the La- 
dy alive, to ask me the Indulgence, #2 Articuio 
mortis, and leave to bury her in the Choir of the 
Church of St. Zherefa’s Nunnery, agreeably to 
the defire which the Patient had expreffed. Ha- 
ving willingly granted him his firft requeft, I 
told him, as to the fecond, that it was proper 
to ftay for the permiffion of the Sacred Congre- 
gation, to which the Parents had already had 
recourfe. In the mean time, the dying perfon, 
being {till in a painful agony, made fome {mall 
motions with the right hand, which the Affi- 
{tants took to be the ufual figns of dying peo- 
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ple : and at that moment, one of her chamber, | 


maids put to her mouth a {mall Statue of g, 
Fofeph ; but fhe made no motion then, and re. 
mained unmoveable, and deprived of the ufe of 
her fenfes, as before. Soon after, fhe made 3. 
gain the fame {mall motions with her han 

which fhe had already made. ‘Then the Father 


Reétor, who ftood by.the bed-fide, having ty. § 


ken into his hand the Relick of the Bleffed 
Lewis, faid to her: Madam Thberefa, will mm 
bave the Relick of the Bleffed Lewis ? She at- 
tefts that fhe was not at all fenfible before, nei. 
ther of the Extreme-Unétion, nor of the Re 
commendation of her Soul, nor of the applica 
tion of the {mall Statue of St. Fofeph to her 
mouth ; and that fhe heard then diftindlly the 
words of the Father Rector ; and that efpecially 
upon hearing thefe words Bleffed Lewis, the felt 
a joy in her mind, attended with an inward 
voice, which told her at the fame time: The 
Bleffed Lewis bas obtained your recovery. When 
fhe heard this inward voice, fhe found herfelf 
perfeétly cured and delivered from all her pains, 
as if fhe had never had any ; kiffing at the fame 
inftant, with the vigour of a perfon in health, 
the Relick of the Blefled Lewis, which the Fx 
ther Rector held to her lips ; and as foon 4 
fhe had kiffed it, her face refuming all of a fud- 
den the colour of a perfon who is perfectly 
well, (a change which was obferved by all the 
Affiftants ) turning towards the Father Reétor, 
and with a chearful and {miling countenance, 
fhe told him with a diftin&: voice, which wa 
heard by all thofe that were prefent ; I am rec0- 
vered. The Father Reétor being amazed at {uch 


an event, asked her jmmediately ; Wha bas cured 
; you 
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ya? She anfwered, taking from the hands of 
he Father Rector the Relick of the Bleffed 
jewis: Tis be, *tis be, who bas cured me : and 
he began again to kifs the Relick with an ex- 
wordinary tendernefs. And who is be ¢ replied 
he Father Rector : Lhe Bleffed Lewis, the Ble/- 

Lewis bas obtained my recovery : and {peak- 
ng thefe words, fhe continually gave devout 
ifes to. the holy Relick. The Phyfician, who 
gtentively obferved.all thofe things, came near 
the Lady’s bed, and asked her : Do you feel no 
mger that great pain in your fomach ¢ She re- 
plied I feeh no pasn at all. 





This event fetched tears of joy from all the 
Afiftants ; and they were fo moved, that they 
went about to fay Ze Deum, to give thanks to 
the Lord for having been pleafed to glorify the 
Blefled Lewis de Gonzague by fuch a fignal pro- 
igy. The Affiftants had fcarce refolved to fay 
¢ Deum, but the Lady fitting of herfelf, and 
all of a fudden on her bed, began to repeat Ze 
Dewm, and went on with it, fetting the others 
right, who being ftruck with amazement, were 
lometimes filent. ‘The Parents being informed 
of this fudden recovery, ran to her, and weep- 
ing out of love at the fight of their daughter 
in perfect health, defired that Ze Deum fhould 
be repeated a fecond time. Ze Deum being 
over, the Lady called for fome drink ; and ha- 
ving drunk above a cup of water, fhe faid with 
ifmiling countenance, and a thew of perfeét 
health : *¥%s to the bouour of the Bleffed Lewis. 
About an hour after, fhe dreffed herfelf, got 
out of bed full of ftrength, and went into the 
Next apartment to falute the Ladies; who were 
fome to wifh her joy for fuch a fignal recovery. 
| In 
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In the evening, fhe fupped with as good an ap. 
petite, as a perfon who was well. In the night, 
fhe flept full nine hours without interruption, 
The next day, rifing early, fhe went and awa. 
ked the Countefs her Mother, with whom fhe 
went on foot to the Church of the. Fathers of 


the Society of Ze/us, to return thanks to the § 
Lord end the Blefled Lewis for the recovery of J 


her health : and there, after having confeffed 
her fins, and received the Communion, the 
heard many Maffes, and went home on foot, 
Afterwards fhe went in a coach to St. There(a’s 
Monaftery, to impart her joy to her Sifter, 
Nun in the fame Convent. The next day, the 
went again to the Church of the Fathers of 
the Society of Fefus, and affifted at a folemn 
Mafs, and heard Ze Deum fung with Mufick by 
way of Thankfgiving. Laftly, fhe attefts, that 
from the moment when fhe heard the inward 
voice, which told her, the Bleffed Lewis bas 
obtained your recovery, and fhe kiffed at the fame 
time the Relick of the Bleffed Lewis ; the his 
always been in very good health, as fhe is now. 
The Phyfician, after having depofed about the 
grievoufnefs of the difeafe, and the extremity 
the Patient found herfelf reduced to, being in- 


terrogated by me about his opinion, anfwers 
thus : | 


I think that the above faid Recovery is an evi- 
dent Miracle. Firft and chiefly, becaufe it 
came in one infant. Secondly, becaufe tt 


came without any crifis, or any expulfion of | 


the morbific matter, either antecedent or {ub- 
fequent, and without an ejettion of the C- 


thar, with which the Patient found berfelf | 
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fuffocated before. Lajtly, becaufe tis a Re- 
covery from two diftempers, an internal Hy- 
drocepbale, and an Inflammation in the 
flomach ; which diftempers are generally in- 
curable, and were abfolutely fo in the prefent 
café, as no doubt can be made of it, ha- 
ving reduced the Patient to the point of 
death, 





From all this, *tis manifeft, that it is a mirg- 
lous Recovery by the interceffion of the Blef- 
fd Lewis ; as it has been acknowledged and 
eared to be fuch by all the Witneffes, and 
ifo publifhed all over the Town.

For a Specimen of this Collection, of which 
Men of Senfe and Learning will make a good 
ue, Ifhall confine myfelf to the Zeftaments of 
the XII.

“Tfick to death, and with a free heart did I 
“feven years penance before the Lord. 
“And now, my Sons, love the truth, and it 
“fhall preferve you : it is I that inftruét you. 
2 Hearken to your father Reuben ;. and let not 
, jour eyes run a gazing after a woman ; nei- 
gut be ye alone with a woman that is mar- 
~ fied ; neither do ye needlefsly feek out what

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“ women are doing. For if I had not feey 
“¢ Bilba bathing herfelf in a place that was 
“ covered, I had not fallen into that great 
‘¢ wickednefs. But my mind ran fo upon the 
© naked woman, that it fuffered me not to

The holy Scripture takes no notice of the 
wonderful Feats of Fudab. This Patriarch gives 
i large account of them, which begins thus ;

“ perceived that I could keep pace with an 
“hind : fo I caught her, and made her meat 
“for my father. I caught the-goats on the 
“‘ace ; and I over-ran every creature that was 
“in the plains. I overtook and caught a wild 
“ mare, and tamed her. I alfo flew a lion, and 
took a kid out of his mouth. I took a bear 
“by the feet, and threw him down a preci- 
“nice: and if any wild beaft turned upon me, 
“Ttare it, as 1 would tear a dog. I kept pace 
“with a wild boar, and over-running him, I 
“tare him to pieces. A fhe-leopard had af- 
“ faulted a dog in Hebron : I caught her by the 
“ tail, and threw her at a diftance, and fhe was 
“ dafhed to pieces in the borders of Gaza. I 
“caught a wild bull, that was feeding in the 
“country, by his horns, and {winging him 
“about till I blinded him, then I threw him 
* down, and flew him, €c.” 


Here follows another paflage, in which we 
ae told, how the Daughters of Men (mention- 
ed in Genefis}) conceived Giants. ‘* Avoid

<° Wives and Daughters, that they do not adom 
‘ their heads, and their faces: for, every wo- 
“ man that deceives men by fuch arts, is re.

“ For fo did they deceive the Egregorz, (fallen 
“¢ Angels) before the Flood, when by feeing 
“ thofe women continually, they defired one 
“¢ the other ; and they conceived in their mind 
“© what they would do, and they were tranf-

** their husbands accompanied with them, they 
$° appeared to them at the fame time : and thefe 
** women defiring their company, ém their ima-

I muft obferve that there is a great deal of 
honefty in thefe Teftaments of the XII. Patri- 
archs. Mr. Whifton undertakes to prove that 
they are genuine. I muft refer the Readers to 
his Differtation on that Subjeé. 

The Curious will read thofe Teftaments, and 
alfo the Fragments of the Book of Exoch. 'There 
are fome remarkable things in Mr. Whifton’s 
Difcourfe on that Book. 

I think I read feveral years ago in the Fournal 
des Sfavais, that a Clergyman had publifhed in 
France a French Tranflation of the Teftaments 
of the XII. Patriarchs, and endeavoured to prove 
their genuinenefs. Mr. Whifton is not therefore 
the only perfon in our days, who has undertaken 
to write in favour of thofe Teftaments ; but that 
learned Man is certainly the only one, who has 
made vaft additions to the Canon of the holy 
Scripture.
